Freedom Ring Communications, L.L.C. d/b/a BayRing Communications (“BayRing”), 

through its attorney, hereby petitions to intervene in this proceeding.  BayRing’s rights, duties, 

privileges, immunities or other substantial interests may be affected by this proceeding.  

BayRing offers competitive local exchange services, long distance service and broadband 

services in New Hampshire in part by obtaining unbundled network elements, interconnection, 

collocation, and other wholesale services from Verizon New Hampshire.  The proposed sale by 

Verizon of its New Hampshire operating company potentially affects the ability of BayRing to 

serve New Hampshire customers, and the manner in which BayRing will serve its customers 

after the transaction.
